—'The following Regul.ations which 
have been recently revised by coiiiinand of Her I 
Majesty the Oueen-Einpress of India are pub¬ 
lished for general inlorination :— 

ReC.ULATTO.NS RFtSbECTiNG FOREIGN 
OUDER.S. 

1. No subject of Her Majesty shall accept 
a Foreign Order from the .Sovereign oi any I 
foreign country, dr wciU the Insignia ihetcf, i 
without h.aving pn^viou-ly obtained Jler Majes- \ 
ty's permission to that effect, signilied by a I 
Warrant under Her Royal Sign-.Maiiual. | 

. 2. Excepting in the case of .Speci.il coinpll- [ 
mentary Missions to Foreign So\ c-reigiis, such 
permission sliall not be granti-d to any .Subject ' 
ol Her Majesty unless the Fon-ign Ord« r shall 1 
have been conferred in gon^eipience of ai tive ! 
and distinguished .Service bclore the I'inemv, -j 
either at Sea or in- the Field ; or unless he .sh.all j 
have been actually and entirely cniphiyed, j 
beyond Her Majesty’.s dominion-, in the st-rvice j 
of.the For<-ign Sovereign by whom the Order is 
conferred. 

3. The intention of a Foreign Sovereign to 
confer upon a British Subject the In.ignia of an 


Order must be notilied to Her Majc.sty's Prin¬ 
cipal Secretary of State for Foreign Aftairs, 
either through the British Minister accredited 
to the Court of such Foreign Sovereign, or 
through His Minister accredited at the Court of 
Her Majesty. 

4. If the service for w'hich it is proposed to 
confer the Onlcr has been performed during 
War, the Notilication reejuired by the preceding 
cl.ause niu.st be made not later than two yexirs 
after the exchange of the ratilicatiuns of a 
Treaty of Peace. 

If the service has been performed in time of 
Peace, the Notilication must be made within 
two years after the date of such service. 

5. After such Notilication shall have been 
received. Her Majesty's Principal SeeVetury of 
.Slate for Foreign Allairs shiill, it the case comes 
within the conditions prescribed by the present 
Regulations, ami arises Irom Naval or Military 
.Ser\ ices liefore the Enemy, refer it to Her Majes¬ 
ty’s Principal .Secretary of State for the War 
Department, previously to taking Her Majesty’s 
pleasure thereiijion, in order to ascertain whe¬ 
ther there be any objection to Her Majc.sty’s 
permission being granted. 

A similar reference shall xilso be made to tlie 
Coinniandcr-in-Chief if the application rebates 
to an 0.fic(;r in the Army, or to the Lords of the 
Admiralty if it relates to an Oflicer in the Navy. 

b. Wlien Her Majesty’s Principal Semretary 
oi .Slate fur Foreign Adairs shall have taken the 
Queen’s pleasure on any such application, .and 
shall h.ave obtained Her Majcsty’.s permission for 
the person in whose favor it has been made to 
.ai'ceptthe Foreign O.-der, and wear the Insignia 
llu-reof, he slixill signify the s.ame to Hc-r Majes¬ 
ty's Principal Secretary of .Stab-for the Home 
1 lepaiTim nl, in order that he may cause the War¬ 
rant reijuired by ('lausc I tube prepared for the 
R ly.al Sign-Mauual. 

Wht-n siK'li Warrant shall have been signed 
by the Qut eii, ii Notilic.ition tin-rcof shall be 
inserted in the “ (i.i/.v lie,’’ si.iting Hie service 
for which the Foreign Urdcr h.is been con¬ 
ferred. 

7. 'Pile Warr.uit signifying Her Majesty's per¬ 

mission may, at tlu*' request and at the cx|)ense 
of the person wlio li.is obtained it, be regi.stercd 
in tlie College oi .\rm.s. ‘ 

8. Itivery siu h Warrant as aforesaid shall con¬ 
tain a (jlau. e providing that Her Majesty’s 
licen-e and pi rmission dues not nulhori.se the as¬ 
sumption of any style, apjiell.ition, rank, prece d¬ 
ence, or privilege apjK-rtaining to a Knight 
Bachelor q 1 Her .M.ije.sly's Realms. 

ij. When a Brili di subject has received the 
Royal permission to accept a Foreign C>idcr, 
he will at any future time be allowed to accept 
th«; Di coration of a 11 gber Class of the same 
Order, to vvhi. li he may hav'e become eligible 
by iiureasi-' of rank in the Foreign Serviee, or 
in the .Servici- ol his own country ; or jiny other 
distinctive mark of honor strictly con.sequent 
upon the acceptaiice of the original Order, and 
common to every person upon whom .such Order 
is conferred. »■ 

10. The prerciling Clause shall not be taken 
to apply to l.E-curalions of the Guclpliic Order, 
wliicli were bestowed on British subjects by Her 
Majesty s predecessors. King George IV. and 
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Kinjj VViliia’m IV., on wliosc heads the Crowns 
of Great Britain and of Hanover were united. 

Decorations so bestowed cannot properly be 
considered a^s rewards granted by a Foreign 
Sovereign for services rendered according to 
, the purport of Clause 2 of these Regulations. 
They must be rather considered as personal 
favors bestowed on British Subjects by British 
Sovereigns, and as having no reference to ser¬ 
vices rcftidered to the Foreign Crown of Hanover.

Regulations respecting Foreign 
Medals. 

> 

1. Applications for permission to accept and 
wear Metfals which, not being the decor;iLion of 
any Foreign Order, are conferred liy a Foreign 
Sovereign on British Subjects in the Army or 
Navy, should be addressed to the Commander-in- 
Chief or the Lords of the Admiralty, as the case 
may be, who, if they see (it,* ni.-iy submit the 
same for Her Majesty's sanction, upon obtaining 
whiclj they may grant such permission without 
other formality. 

2. Any other British subject, having obtained 
Her Majesty's permission, isail liberty to accept 
and wear a Foreign Medal, not being the Deco¬ 
ration of a Foreign Order. 

3. No permission is necessary for accepting 
a Foreign Medal, if such medal is not to be worn.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 
• WEEK ENDING aSth APRIL, x88<!. 


General Remarks. —More rain ha.s been reported from Assam, and there have also been 
sho'.vers in places in the south of the peninsula. With the exception of the Rawalpindi and Pesha* 
war districts of the F’unjab, no rain has fallen in Upper and Central India. 

In Madra.s and, except in the Kolar district, in Mysore the standing crops are generally in 
good condition, and the harvest in progress promises a fair outturn. In Coorg prospects are 
good. 

The rabi harvest and the picking of cotton have been nearly completed in Bombay, and 
preparations for the kharif have commenced in tliat f’residency and in Herar. In Hyderabad, 
Central India, and Rajputana prospects are generally favourable, though water is scarce in places. 

In the Central I’rovinces the rabi is being threshed and winnowed, and ploughing for the 
khartf Ka.s begun in places. The rah' harvest is in progres.s in the Punjab, and has been nearly 
completed in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. Prospects are good in both Provinces. 

In Bengal generally rain i.s much wanted for crops on the ground and for aus cultivation. 
The boro rice is being liarvested, with a good outturn. In Assam ploughing and sowing are in 
progress, and prospects arc generally favourable. 

The public health is generally fair, though .sraall-pox and cholera arc reported from most 
Provinces. 

'Prices are rising in the Urnballa, Ferozeporc, and Lahore districts of the Punjab and in Coorg, 
and arc falling in Peshawar. Elsewhere they are generally .steady.

In the Madras Presidency, with the exception of the Gan jam tiistritt, agri<-nltural prospects 
continue fair. In Mysore the staiiiiing crops proiiose well on the whole, though rain is wanted in 
some parts. In (,’oorg prospei is are good. 

In Bombay the < harvi-st is ajijiroac hing com|)letion, and pn'par.itions fur the /•//(•//'//'are 
in progress in that I’residenc} and in Berar. In I lyiler.ibad, Central India an<l, w ith the excc}>- 
tit»u of Ajincre, Raj[»ulana agncnltur.il prospei ts continue gener.illv good. 

The ra'lti haricst is still in jirogn-^s in the Central IVoviines .ami h.as Ix'cn neaill\'lompleted 
in the North-Western Provinces .and Oiulh. Ploti”liing lorlaillivation h.as commenced in 
some districts in the Centr.al Provinces. In the I’unj.ib the rain harvest is in piogr.,ss ,ind 
promises wadi.

L\I) 1 .\N BANKRUPTCY BILL. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Ii.iikhi moved for le.ive to introduce a Bill to amend 
and consolidate the Law 0] Bankruptcy and Insulvont y in British Indi.i. He 
said ;— 

“ P.ipers relatino to this measure have now been before the public for the 
greater part of a yc.ir, and I do not propose to oceupy the time of the Council by 
recapitulating in detail matters which have been e.xplained in documents that 
have been published and circulated fur gener.il information. 

*' In the Statemt'ut of Objects .and Reasons accompanying the dnift 
Indian Bankruiitcy Bill which the Government of India puhlishecl hast sumnuw, 
it was remarked that the gener.d amendment of the I.iw of insolvency and 
bankruptcy in India had of late \ears been frequently pressid upon the 
attention of the (jovettnnent of India. 

“ It was pointt'd out th.at there are at present two main bodies of insolvency 
law in force in Britiih India—first, ilio •Knglisii .Sr.itute of 1848, which, 
roughly speaking, consiiiat»'s ih-.' insolvency law tor the three Presidency-towns 
and for the towns of Rangoon, Maulmain, Akyab aiid Bassein ; and secondly, Ch.aji- 
ter XX of the Civil Procedure Codi', which constitutes the nearest approximation 
to an insolvc'ney law for the Mufassal generally. It was added that besides these 
two m.iin bo4lies of law tlwre was a spi-cial insoK'eney l.aw for the Punjab, and 
there were sever.d special Acts passed for the relief of indebted landowners in 
different parts of the country. 

“ The Statement tht'n referred |o the steps which had been taken by Sir 
A. Hobhouse and others fur amending Chapter XX of the Civil Procedure Code, 
to the general Insolvenc)' Bill which was introduced in 1870 by Sir James 
Stephen, to the short amending Bill introduet.'d hy Mr. Pitt-Kennedy in 1881, 
and to the circumstances under which both the.se Bills had beeci druppi'd. 

“ .After alluding Ui the special difficulties which had been exp«.-rienced in 
working the exisring insoKa'iiey law at Bombay and to the repeated requests for 
an amendment of the law which h.id reached the Government of India from that 
city, the Statement went on to say, in a paragraph which I will read in full,— 

' i). Tile insolvenry law of the Presidency-towns is admittediy cumbrous, defective 
and out of date, .and in some [loints of detail is, as h.-is been .shown, urgently in need of 
amendment. "J’lic proposals lor its revision which have hitherto been submitted to the 
legislature h.avc been objected to, not so much on the ground that they were undesirable, as 
on the ground that they were iusurticient, and that, while it was desirable to re-cast the whole 
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law and bring it into conformity with English law, it was expedient to postpone legislation 
for this purpose while proposals involving important amendments of the English law itself 
were under consideration. This objection has recently been removed by the passing of the 
English Bankruptuy Act of 1883. I'hat Act may not be perfect; but at least it embodies 
the accumulateil experience of the 35 years which have elapsml since tin- passing of the 
Indian Insolvency Act; and in commercial law perfection of detail is less important than 
unifttrmity of principle. It • is eminently desirable that the circumstances under which a 
debtor may be declaretl iii'^olvent and under which he may obtain his discharge should be, 
as far as possible, the same in I.ontlon and Calcutta.' 

“ The conclusion to which the Government of India came on thi!.se premises 
was that the opportunity should now be taken of repealing the Indian Insolvency 
Act of 1848 and substituting for it a new Act which should, so far as possible, 
conform in general princijilcs, in language and in arrangement to the latest Eng¬ 
lish Act, but should be frci ly adapted in details to Indian circumstances. And 
the draft Ihll which was circulated for opinion last summer was framed in 
accordance with this view. 

" Two difficult questions at once .suggested themselves in connection with this 
draft, and are discussed in the Statement of Objects and Reasons which accom¬ 
panied it. 

“ The first question was whether the new law should be applied to the whole 
. of British India or only to specified towns. With reference to this question my 
opinion was, and is, that although there is much to be said in favour of having one 
and only one insolvency law for the whole of India, yet the balance of advan¬ 
tage is in favour of leaving the Mufassal generally under the Civil Procedure 
Cod<‘, and of confining the operation of tln^ now Act to those towns which are at 
present under the operation of the Insolvem y Act, power bojng neserved to bring 
other towns within the same category. I'lie Bill which I am asking leave to 
introduce will therefore have this restrieled operation, but I propose to insi'rt in it 
provisions which will enable the Courts to deal with up-country debtors in 
certain cases. 

“ Thf; second question was in connection with the powers of tin; Governor- 
General in Council. The present Indian Insolvency Act is an Act of 
the Imperial Parlia.ment, and as such has operation beyond the limits of 
British India. For instane'c, a vesting order made under it vests in the assignee 
by its direct opi'ration all the real and personal (.-state and (-fleets of the insolvent 
in whatever part of the British dominions they may be situate or accrue. The 
Indian legislature cannot give its own Acts any such extensive operation, and 
this limitation of our powers has up to this time proved a serious 
stumbling-bloek in the way of Indian bankruptcy legislation. I think it is 
dear that we cannot pass a satisfactory Bankrupt(-y Act for India, or any 
part of India, without some assistanct-from Parliament, and the mode in which 
1 suggested last year that that assistance should be given was by an enabling 
Act to be passed by Parliament at .some time before our Indian measure w'as 
carried through its linal stage. 1 sketched out and annexed to the Statement of 
Objects and Keasotis two alternative dnifts of an Act of Parliament, which were 
submitted to the Sc'-retary of State for con.sideration by the Knglish„authorities. 

“ This is how the matter stood last July. It remains for me to explain 
what has taken place since then. 1 will begin with t^he action of the authorities 
in England. 

“ The Seerv-'tary of Slate has expressed his gc-ncral approval of the draft In¬ 
dian Bill which this Government put in circulation last year; but, with reference to 
our sugge.stions for parliamentary k-gis’alion, he has forwarded to us for (mr inform¬ 
ation ((?rtain correspondence which has taken place between the India Office and 
the Board of Trade as the department in charge of English bankruptcy adminis¬ 
tration. The Board of Trade see no objection to one of the draft Acts of Parlia¬ 
ment which wc .sent home, but rai.se a further question as to the desirability of 
obtaining a g('neral enactment which should enable the Courts of the United King¬ 
dom or any of the British colonies or pos.sessions to give effec;! to the provisions 
of the bankruptcy laws of any other part of the British empire, as is now the 
case under certain sections of the English Bankruptcy Act (.sections 117-119) 
w;ith regard to the different portions of the United Kingdom. The Board also 
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suggest the advisability of obtaining power to extend section 14 of the English 
bankruptcy Act, with a view to enabling a Court in any part of iln‘ British (unpire 
to suspend bankruptcy or insolvency proceedings before it, if in Its opinion those 
proceedings could be more satisfactorily conducted in another Court. 

“ On lhes'‘ points the Board of Trade have been consulting the* Colonial OITice, 
and promise a further communication when the replies from the Colonial authorities 
have been received. 

“ Now 1 cpiite agree with the Board of Trade about the expediency of giving 
inter-colonial and impi-rial efh-i-t to the bankruptcy laws of the diflercnt parts 
of the British empire; and if the suggestions madt' by this Governnumt eventually 
result in h-gislation \\hi<'h will not only enable the Calcutta creditor to have his 
decrees enlorccd and the property over which he has claims to be easily realized at 
Singapon;, Hongkong and Melbourne but will confer similar advantages on 
creditors in the Straits Settlements, Australia and elsewhere, we shall have fairly 
earned the gratitude of our colonial friends. But legislation which is to give 
satisfaction to all the scattered colonies and dependencies of the British empire will 
take time, and it is hardly fair to ask India to wait until all other parts of the em¬ 
pire are agreed about what tlu'y want. 

“ I think therefore that our best course will be to pass without further 
delay as good an Act for India as we can, and then to ask the .Secretary of State 
ayd Parliament to pass such supplementary legislation as will suffice for Indian 
requirements, without prejudice to any more gcnt*ral enactment ('xt('nding to the 
whole empire which it may he found cxi>t‘dlcnl or practicable to pass liereaftcr. 

1 have no doubt that. Parlianumt would appreciate the reasonable clKiractcr 
of such a request. Wc should, 1 believe, hav(? a belter chance of getting a con¬ 
firming than an cn;ibling Statute, and I think I see my way to avoiding some of 
the difficultii s w hitli had occurred* to me last year as likely to arise out of confirm¬ 
atory legislation. 

“ Passing now from what has been done in England to what has been done 
in India,—the draft Bill, with the arcompanying papers, was published in the 
Gazette and circulated among Local tiovernments for opinion in the course of last 
June. 1 had hoped that the replii's might be received in lime to admit - of my 
inirodiicing.the measure in the course of the last Calcutta session, hut tlii' la.sl and 
most important of theun did not reach me until March, ami consequently I have 
been compelled to defer thi‘ present motion until after the return ol the Council 
to Simla. It would be impossible to prepare a satisfactory measure on the 
subject of the Bill without the active co-op(*nition of lho.se who an* conversant 
with the prac',i(<il working of the insolvency law. in the Presidency-towns, and I 
have to express my sincere thanks to those gi-ntlemcn who h.ive been good enough 
to study the draft Sill, and to offer suggestions and criticisms on its provisions. 

I have found specially useful the rcpiort of Messrs. Wilson, Pigot and Trevelyan, 
who constituted the committee of Calcutta judges appointed bv the High Court 
to consider the draft, the not(‘ by Mr. Maegregor, w’ho is the Official Assignee 
at Calcutta, tlu? n-port of the Bombay Chamber of Commerce, and the note by 
Messrs. Farran and Turner, the Acting Prolhonotary and the Official Assignee 
at Bombay. • 

“ The Bombay Chamber of Commerce toll us that before djscussing the 
detailed provisions of tfie draft they had to consider two broad questions—first, 
whether in the exi.sting slate of things a new Insolvency Act was called for; and 
secondly, whether in that event the general principles of the proposed’Bill were 
thoroughly adapted to the requirmnents of the trading community and to the con¬ 
ditions attending insolvency in India. To the first question, w'c are informed, the 
reply was unanimously in the affirmative. ‘ The necessity,’ says the report, ‘ of 
a radical reform in the bankruptcy law for India has long bi'cn keenly felt by 
the mercantile public, and has on numerous occasions been the subject of anxious 
consideration. In the address with w'hich the Ch.'imber had the honour to welcome 
the arrival in India of flis Excellency the Viceroy the matter was prominently 
mentioned as one of pressing importance; and had it not become known that the 
Bill now under report was in preparation, it was the intention of the Chamber to 

C 
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msmorialis* Govemm,*nt bagging that action might takjn at thi earliest possi¬ 
ble opportunity.’ 

“ The Second question, they siy, did not admit of so r vuly an ans-,ver. 
The dUVerence belw'i;en the causes and circumstancx's ef Knglish aqd Indian 
insolvencies, they remark, is so great that at first sight th - nr-re fact of ih * 
Bill being drawn on the s.iine lines as an English Ai't carries wlili it a pre¬ 
sumption of pi>ssible untitness. But a closer exaniinatiun of its provision^, 
they go on to say, shows that in its leading principle of tuTi. ial control ovx-r bank¬ 
rupt e.stales it is in a great measure a return to what has long bam recognized 
as one of the Ix.’st features of the present Indian insolvency law, and il is on 
this ground that I under^.land thi' Chaml^-r to return an afrinnativc answer to the* 
second as well as to the first of the questions which they had raised. In the 
revised version of the Bill it will be found that this feature of olFicial control, to 
which the Bombay Chamber .so justly attach importance, is a good deal more 
emphasized than in lhi‘ draft whiih \,as circulated last year. 

“ It is fair to say that on' of the Bombay authorities,—Mr. Mart, Chi d Judge 
of the Bombay Court of Small Caus s, -taking his stand ontlie dilYimaiccs between 
England .and India, dr..iws another eorn lusion from that ;irii\axl at by the (Bi.im- 
ber of Commerce, and (fnestions .il'ogether the desirability of applying tli • 
principles of the English Banloupt.y Act U> India. If the nieastin.'v\hii ii 
1 am asking leave to introdio'c ui ; • to apply to Ind.ti gimerally, ihcR' would 
be very gre.at force in hi.s rritiiisiuv; IrU it must h.‘ born* in mind that tb-- 

presiml measure is only iiueiuted t extiuid to tie.* Presid-uiey-towns and to 
a few other plae<-s where the eor.deioits of insolvemy res uuble much mure 

closely those c.xisling in Engl.uid .b.ji they do in thi- Mnt.'iss.Ll, 

“ .-Xmong th-‘ (liff- renci‘s be(we- n Knglish and Indi.an eoudilioa.s to wliieli the 
Bombav Chamber direct prominent attention is th • fact lb it Imnrisonm -nt fordidM, 
has been aboUsh-ed in England but n >l in India. Now on imjirisonmeiil for 

debt 1 have my own upuiion. I Ir-.ievt* that t!i.' system of imprisonm. ni for 

debt as such {[ am not sjie.’iking of i a- -s wh-Tc indebieiln-'-'S involves ;in elemeiU 
of fraud) is bad for the ereditor, bad f<ir th.- ueb'or aiul liad lor thi* l ouniry at 
large. I know lli.it this opinion is shared by some of my eolle.ig le-., in p.iriieular 
bv my friend Mr. Hope, who has on more tinn one o. e.tsion delivered h s s.uil 
on this subject with niueb effect, and it is strongly supported by some p-.pers 
W'hith have been sent to us from Barm.i w'ith referenee to th ' pr'.s -n! Bill. More¬ 
over, some inten-sting reports on the i iw of foreign countries w'hieh .S.r H M.iine 
Wr’as kind i-noiigh to have colli eled for me, and which were published in the 
G’rt.7e//c <?/'/////m l.isl year, shouj th.it this is the view- to which tiie legisl.ilures 
of all civilized eonntries .ire tiuiding, and at whii h most of ih un have arrived 
But when Imli.in anlhorities were l onsulted on this subject som - four or live years 
ago tiuTi.* w'as very great divergenee of opinion about it, and .a large number 
of person.-., whose opinion, from their position, ihi-lr experience and their knowledgi' 
of the eonntrv, is entitled U) the grealej>t weight, were strongly opposed to the aboli¬ 
tion of imprisonment for debt. In f.iet, it appe.ared ih.it Indian opinion generally, 
boihoflieial and unolTicial, was not yi-i rip * for tiny such change, and that, under 
existing citeumstanci's, it would h - useless for iiT' or for any one else* to 
propose any such aller.itiun of the law afleeting‘India generally. Whether w.; 
should not bw justified in proposing l--giskit ion confined in its srope to a partieui ir 
provim-e w'here the bikini'e of ti llhoril.itive opinion is in favour of change, 
IS another que.stion into which I wall not enter now. 

“ But, so far ns the present Bill is com-erned, I yield to the opinion of the 
Bombay Chamber, which 1 fear would be endorst'd by Chambi-rs of Commerce 
olsewhc're, that it w'ould b - unadvisable tis y..;t to dt'prive creditors of the power of 
imprisoning for debt. Accordingly the pri'senl Bill has been prepared on the 
assumption that imprisonment for debt is to he rel.iined. There is no doubt some 
little difficulty in .ulapling the provi.,ions of the English measure to a country 
where imprisoiirnenl fur debt still remains, hut the diffieiilty is not insuperable, 
and I think that it m;iy be surmounted by means of a few adjustments and adapt¬ 
ations, in addition to those which .appeared in last year’s draft. 
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“ H'*fore I leii^e the Bombay pap':'rs I will refer to one other point which is 
of considerable importance in a province like Bombay, where British territory and 
Native States are mneh intermix, hI an 1 intc'rlaccd. The Bombay Chainb.^r hmu irk 
that, so far as Bombay is coni-erned, on ‘ of th? "reatest tlis udvantao;‘S which 
crcditors*hive to contend with is th; fu-ilities which fraudulent d-'biors hiv..- for 
escaping from th,.; jurisdiction of the Court by abscondijig into Native terriiiirv. 
Among a c(*riain class of native traders, th'‘y sav, -and that by no m- ans the 
lowest, —this is a very common rm ans of evading punisliment, and, owing to th ' 
ease \v,th whicli it can be accompli.^hi.'d, it tends greatly to eiuo irage fniudulent 
bankruptcy. Once make it possible, they urg *, for thr* writ of the Bankruptev 
Court to take effect in Native States, and reckless trading will have n.-ci ived 
a d<*ath-blow which no other form of k'gislative enactuumL I'ould administer. 
'I'he Chamber frankly admit the difficulties attending their propos il ; bat I am 
not sure that they have fully re.alized th it the suggested rem :dy is one which it 
is bejamd the comjjeteni'v of the Indian legislatun; to applv. We can, by 
legislat'on in this Council, provide for the arn-st of di'btors about to abscond 
from British into Native territory, and 1 propos; to do so by the pri.esc.mt 
Bill.. We cannot, by legislation in this Count'd, make the writs of our 
Bankruptcy (a>urt.s run in Native territory. If furthir f.u'ilities than those 
which now exist are to be given for executing British writs in Native tcrriiories, 
they must be giv.-n by *01-ans of ex'-cativt' arrangein'nts carried out through 
thc‘ ag •ncy of the Fonugn Dep irl m 'iit. d'h ‘ q lestiou whether s ich facilities 
l•ould be given was a good de.il discuss -d In th ■ y -ar^ 1867 and 186S, .and w .s 
eventu.ally decided in the neg.atlv<‘, in aci'ord.inc e with the stronglv expo ssed 
opinion of the Homb.iy (iovi'inmeni of that d.av. If the jires- nt Bomb.av Gov¬ 
ernment c.in s‘c their w'.iy to me.;lmg the ohj -ctlons which 18 years ago wcrt> 
consid. red fat.il to th • .adoption of propos ils similar to thosi- now put torsv.ard, 
i fe(*I .sure that t hi' Governm'iit of India will gl.adly co-op-rate in t.aking such 
action .as lu.iv be pr.acticabK' for preventing Native Stales from b *ing conv-.-ricd 
into Alsatias for fraudulent debtors. 

*• I will now turn to th; C.ilcutia crit’.ci'^ms. Th? t'ommittee of Cilcutl.a 
Judges and th • Olfit ial .\ssign Mr. Maegregor, have gone through the dr.ift 
Bib clause bv clause, and have made some most u.scfiil suggest ions, tlu' majority 
of which I ymiposc to adopt. The point to which they attach most weight is 
one to which I have .alre.ady .adverted, namely, the im[)ort.rnce of m.iinlaining 
strict official control over Indi.an insolvencies, and th ' imj>ossIl)ility in almost 
evi'rv case of administering an insolvent estate; in this < ouiitrv ihrivagli the 
agency of the creditors and a trustee .ipp liti'ed bv ih ‘tn. To this view 1 fully 
assent, 'riii; reason why I thought tint the Knglish Banknipt< y Art of 188,3 
could be iiiore easilv .'id.apted to the circiimst.int'C'^ of this country th.in ils pre¬ 
decessor was heeau.se it involves a return to ihi' prim iple of o/fii i.il .sujjcrvision. 
The Ad bears on the face of it signs of its being a compromisi' between two 
views—the view enibotlii'd in the Act of 1869 that the administration of debtors' 
estates should be left as much aspossilile to tlu'crediriws themselvc.s, and the view 
that official supervision is indispcns.tble to prevent waste and scandal. The ad- 
ministv.ition Ts given to a person who is called the trusti'e, and who is supposed 
to be appointed by unJ to act in consull.ition with the creditors ; hut he is not given 
nearly as fr-'c a hand as under tin; old Ad, and every irducernent is offered to 
employ officitil r.ilhcr th.in voluntary ;igcncy, c.specially in the case of small 
<;statcs. I'he dr.uft Indian Bill which w.is published last year rcA'crsed th,; pre¬ 
sumption underlying the English .Act, .and proceeded on the view that the 
empfi^vmcnl of the Official Receiver (or, if weret.iin the. existing Indian lerm.th * 
OHieitil Assignee) would he the rule, and the employment of a creditor’s trusi- e 
the exception. And. .after hearing the very forcible objections which have now 
been urged to tht; tulminislration of insolvent estates in India through trustees ;md 
eomniittees of inspection, 1 think il would be s.ifc and proper to go a giuod deal 
further in the direction of official control than I had origin.ally proposed. It 
appe.irs from the Cahuitta papers that, although power is given to th'- Court h\ a 
gei'tion of the Indian Insolvency Ad to order the election of assignei's by the 
creditors, this power has rarely, if ever, beiui exercised, and, as far as the 
Calcutta Judges can ascertain, in only one case in re« eni years h.ive 
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creditors appli(>d to the Court for an order under this section. In vie\y of this 
evid('nire as to the decided preference of creditors thcnnselves for oiFicial admin¬ 
istration, I propose in the revised draft to incline tlie balance a good deal further 
in the official dii'ection by omitting the machinery of committees of inspection, 
and by n'ducing to mmh smaller compass the parts of the Bill relating to 
fontjal meetings of creditors, and to the duties and liabilities of trustees apjjointed 
by the creditors, the assumption being th.tt those provisions will be only of 
exceptional application. 

“I also propose, as I have said bcdorc, to meet another Calcutta criticism by 
giving the Court power in certain cases of exercising jurisdiction over up-country 
debtors. 

“ I reserve for the introduction of the Bill Tiny more detailed explanation of its 
provisions, and will mendy add that I fully assent to what Mr. Maegregor says 
with regard to the proprit^ty of safeguarding the interests of exi.sting establish¬ 
ments. The only reason why clauses on this subject were not inserted .in 
last ye.ar’s draft was becau.se I thought they would be best settled after consulta¬ 
tion with the persons immediately affc«’ted by them. 

“ This then is the gener.il char.acier of the Bill which I propose to introduce. 
Having regard to llu; small number insolvencies wducl\come before the Courts 
of the Presidoncy-lowms, and to the extremely petty character of the transactions 
out of which ihosi; insolvencies ordin irily arise, the scope of the measure will 
vi;ry limited, and I have no desire ihit it should be extended. Personally I am 
dispo.sed to agree with the ojjininn of the Officiating Rcc.ordt;r of Rangoon that if 
imprisonment for debt were abolished th -re would be very little insolvency busi¬ 
ness in India, or that at all events it Aould be confined to bond fide trading 
bankruptcies. 

“ But until the time is ripe for a more heroic remedy I can offer no 
belter solution of the problem of providing an insolvency law for the centres of 
Indian commerce th.in that which is embodied in the measure which I hope 
shortly to lay before the Council.” 

The Motion was put and agrot.'d to. 

The Council adjourned to Thursday, the 13th May, 1886.

COLONIAL AND INDIAN KXIIIIJITION. 

Address hv His Royal Highness, the Esccutirc I'resident, to Her Majesty the Queen, on the 

occasion of the opening of thejixhibition. 

May it please YocR Majesty, —As ICxeeutivc President of the Royal Commi.ssioncrs 
appointed by Your Majesty’s Roy.-d Warrant of the i8th < f N’oven,:>er, 1884, for the promotion of 
an Exhibition of the British Colonial and ladi.in Empire, and suhsetpicntly incorporated by Your 
Majesty's Royal Charter of the loth .September, 1885, 1 humbly beg leave to lay before you a brief 
statement of our pro»i;cdings up to the present time. The gcner.al interest manifested in the dis¬ 
play made by Your Majesty’s (Colonial and Indian Empire at the Paris Exhibition ol 1878 led me, as 
President of the British Coinini.ssion, ty express a hope that an opportunity might soon occur by 
which Your Majesty’s subjects in England would be enabled to witness the marvellous development 
which, under your beneficent rule, their brethren anil fellow-subjects had attained throughout so 
many portions of the globe. It was, therefore, with the highest gr.atification th.at 1 accepted 
Your Majesty's gracious invitation to assume the Executive, Presidency of this Commission, 
the appointment of which by Your Majesty lias been the means of making this hope a reality. 
The invitations which we were empowereil by Your Majesty to issue to the Coloni.il Govern¬ 
ments and to the Government of -India were forwarded towards the close of the year 18S4, 
and from the answers received it at once became apparent that this undertaking had obt.nined 
warm and hearty sympathy throughout Your Majesty's dominions. In Your Majesty’s dominion of 
S^nada, throughout your Australasian, African, West Indian, and Eastern Colonies, in your 
'iMcditcrranean Possessions and ebewhetc, gr.vnls were voted, t.ommissions formed, and Ex- 
ecittive Commissioners appointed That the work of preparation was undertaken with en¬ 
thusiasm and attended with success, is evident from the complete and laried collections 
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which at present fill the buildings through which Your Majesty h^s just passed. The re* 
sponse received from the Governnicnt of India was also of the most cordial character. His 
Excellency the Viceroy caused, through the Revenue and Agric ultural Department, instructions 
to be issued to every district of Your Majesty's Indian Empire for the collection of objects illus¬ 
trative of the arts, manufactures, and resources of tljat great realm. These colfections, which 
now adorn a large section of the Exhibition, have been supplemented by generous contributions 
from their Highnesses the Princes of India, by collections the formation of which w'e ourselves 
have authorised, and by the contributions of private Native exhibitors. Wc are desirous of bring¬ 
ing under Your Majesty’s notice our deep appreciation of the heart)' cooperation of the Colonial 
Governments in this Exhil)ition, and of t.aking this exceptional opportunity of stating how greatly 
we arc indebted to tlie Coinmissions appointed by these Governments and to the Executive 
Commissioners on whom the superintendence of the entire work of installation has devolved. We 
further desire to record the valuable assistance which we have received from Your Majesty's 
Viceroy, from the Supreme Government of India, and from the various officials who have so ably 
and thoroughly carried out their instructions. tJur grateful thanks are also due to the Ctflonlal Gov¬ 
ernments, to the Government of India, to the Corporation of the City of London, ti^ many City Com¬ 
panies, and to the firms .and individuals who have contributed to the guarantee fun^s. The fact that 
the list of subscribers not only includes those whose interests arc likely to be specialy affected by the 
Exhibition, but also comprehends every class oi the community, sif'pplies a gratifying proof of the 
universal sympathy and interest which this undertaking has arouseil. \\’e venture to avail ourselves 
of this opportunity to convey to Your Majesty our dutiful and loyal acknowledgments of the 
interest which Your Majesty has been pleased to take in our labours, proved as it is by Your 
Majesty's presence here today; nor can I rosi..l a reference to a similar ceremonial presided over 
by Your Majesty, but a few paces from this spot, tliirty'^live years ago. On that memorable occasion, 
the first of its kind, the Printe Consort, my beloved and revered father, filled the position which I, 
following in his footsteps at howe\er great a distance, now have the honour and gratification of 
occupying. Your Majesty alone can fully realise with what deep interest my beloved fatlier would, 
had he been spared, have wat< hed, as their oiigin.ator. the dev'clopinent of tin- Exhibitions botii in 
this eountry and .abro.id, and with what espteial ple.-isure he would have welcomed one having for 
its object the prosperity t>f Your Majesty’s Empire, the interests of which he hatl so mutl» at heart. 
In the great Exhibition of 1H51 \()ur Majesty''s Colonial nn<i Indian Possessions were indeed 
represented, but th<-ir imporlanee was then but little realised, and tlu-ir pn-sent greatness was at 
that time unforeseen. During the years tli.at have elapsed sinc<- 1H51, few greater changes have 
been wrought than the marvellous devc‘Io[>ment of the outlying portions of your Majesty’s Empire. 
It is our heartfelt prayer that an unclertaking intended to illustrate and to record this development 
may give .1 stimulus to the eommereial interests and intereourse of all parts of Your Majesty’s 
<lominioiis • th.at it may be the m< ans of augmenting that warm affection and brotherly sympathy 
which is reciprocated by all Your Majesty’s subjects ; and that it may still further deepen that 
•'leadf.i‘-t Ir.Nalty which we, who dwell in the Mothcr-eounlry, share with our kindred who have 
elsewhere so nobly dune honour to her name.

No. 295.— The Governor-General in Council, 
in directing the publication of the despatches 
regarding the recent operations in Upper Burma 
which resulted in the c.ipLure of Mandalay and 
the overthrow of King Tliecbaw, desires to 
place on record his cordial recognition of the 
admirable manner in which Lieutenant-General 
Sir H. N. D. Prendergasl, k.C.b., V.C., and the 
troops under his orders carried out the task set 
before them. 

By raphlity of movement, by skilful strategy, 
and by the exercise of humane forbearance, 
S.r Plarry IVcndergast has succeeded, with com¬ 
paratively little lo'.'’ to the force under his com¬ 
mand, and witliout unnecessary bloodshed or 
undue severity towards the enemy, in occupying 
Mandalay, in capLiiring its King, and taking pos¬ 
session of the wliole ol Upper Burni.a. 

For tlicse services the warmest thank® of the 
Government of India are due to Sir Harry 
P’renderga t, to the oiliecri and men of the 
Naval B''gadc, the BriU-It and N.itive I'orccs, 
the Volunteer ■, and the Ind'an Marine. They are 
spcciallvdue to Bi igadier<-Gencral F. B. Norman, 
C.li., G.'S. VVh le/c.B., V.C., and 11 .

Tlio Oaveriior-Gcneral in Council is much 
indebted to Rear-Adm r.d Sir F. W. RIcliards, 
K.C.B., for the very complete and prompt m.in- 
ncr in %\hi<li IIis Excellency placed the whole 
force under his erimmand at the disposal of the 
Government of India, and for the admirable 
m.nuicr in which the Naval Brigade was organ¬ 
ized and equipped. 

Tile Governor-General in Council expresses 
hisluMFly thanks to Mr. C. E. Bernard, Chief Com- 
m''-'-ioner, British Burma, Colonel E. B. Sladcn, 
Ch ef Pulith’.d Officer of the Force, and the other 
civil officers who have assisted them during the 
recent operations. To Mr, Bernard His Excel- 
lencyi.s much indebted for the valuable assistance 
and personal energy which so much lightened 
the labour of organizing the force and the flotilla 
which carried it to Mandalay; also to Colonel 
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Sladen, to whose tact fcnd , knowledge of the 
Burmese people and their language the peace¬ 
ful surrender of the King was in a great measure 
due. 

The Governor-General in Council also records 
his appreciation,of the assistance rendered by 
the management of the Irrawaddy Steam Flotilla 
Company, and the skill shown by the command¬ 
ers of their vessels. 

During the operations which were being con¬ 
ducted in Upper Burma troubles arose on the 
frontiers of British Burma consequent on raids 
committed by lawless soldiery and dacoits. 
These were very promptly suppressed by the 
troops of the British Burma Division who had 
not the good fortune to form part of the Expe¬ 
ditionary Force. The thanks of the Government 
are due for these services, .and specially to 
Major-General L. W. Buck, Commanding the 
British Burma Division, and Mr. E. S. Symes, 
Secretary to the Chief Commissioiier, for the 
very efficient measures taken by them to secure 
and maintain the tranquillity of the province. 

The labours of the troops have not yet ended, 
and they may still be called on to undergo priva¬ 
tions and to perform harassing duties ; but the 
Governor-General in Council confidently hopes 
that, with the aid of the civil officers, the work of 
paciheatiou and the suppression of dacoity will 
soon be effected. 

It remains for the Governor-General in Coun¬ 
cil to place on record his gratitude to the Local 
Governments and Army Departments for the 
manner in which the Expeditionary Force was 
organized .and despatched. On the iqth Octo¬ 
ber, warning was given to the Commandcr-in- 
Chief in Indi.a, the Government of Madras, and 
the Director of Marine that an Expeditionary 
Force would probably be required lor Burma ; 
and on the 2ist October orders were issued for 
the despatch of a division of 3 brigades of 
Infantry, 6 batteries of Artillery, 6 companies 
of Sappers, and a Naval Brigade, part of the 
force embarking at Calcutta, and part at Madras. 
Embarkation took place simultaneously from 
both ports on the is-l November, and by the (>th 
November the entire forire bad sailed from India 
completely cquipjied for service. On the (4th, 
the force which was in course of conccntr.ation 
OD the British Burma frontier crossed the fron¬ 
tier, and hostilities commenced. On the 2Sth 
November Mandalay had fallen anil the King 
surrendered. Few expeditions have been con¬ 
ducted to a successful issue with such rapidity 
and completeness. 

The Governor-General in Council desires to 
express his cordial appreciation of the energy 
displayed by the Government of Madras, the 
Provincial Commander-in-Chiel of the Madras 
Army, and the Departments working under their 
orders for the expeditious and efficient manner 
in which every detail of the organization and 
embarkation of the Madras force was carried out.

On the 12th November, having arranged the 
embarkation of troops and departments, and 
seen a considerable force on board the. river 
steamers and flats, 1 left Rangoon for Prome. 

2 . On my arrival at Thayetmyn, on the even¬ 
ing of the 13th November, iSS5, 1 received a 
message from the Foreign Department, inform¬ 
ing me that as the Barman reply to the ullinia- 
tum was unsatisfactory, I should advance upon 
Mandalay when my military preparations W'erc 
complete. 

3. Having heard from the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner tliat the Barman outposts had been 
strengthened on the frontier, that tlie villagers 
within British territory were ahiniKid and desert¬ 
ing their houses, and that a King's steamer 
with two flats had brought down a groat body 
of soldiers to witli'n six or eight mile-; of the 
frontier, and that the intention was to sink the 
flats as an ol>struction, I ordered the armed 
steamer Jrra:va<ii!\\ of the Indian Government, 
and the launch Katfucen to move at daylight on 
the 14th to n'connoitre the river to a distance 
of not more than 30 miles, ami to capture the 
King's steamer and flats. 

4. On the 14th Noveinher I received His 
Excellency the Commander-in-Chief's orders to 
carry out ope.rations with the utmost vigour 
and rapidity possible ; and on that day the 
Irrawaddy^ uniler rommand of Commander VV-Fl. 
Clutterbuck, R. N., of H.M.S. 1 /and the 
Kathleen, under Lieutenant F. P. Trench, of 
H. M. s. y 'urquoisc, found the King’s steamer, 
with the attendant barges, near Nyoung- 
ben-Maw, on the right bank of the Irraw.iddy, 
about 28 miles above Th.ayetmyo ; and having 
accepted and returned the lire of the enemy's 
shore batteries at close cjiiarters, the Irrauniddy 
cleared the decks of the steamer and flats with 
her machine guns, and the crews jumped over¬ 
board. 


The Italians, Cammbtto and Molinari, were 
among the fugitives. The batteries were re¬ 
passed at very short range, and the prizes towed 
down by tlie capturing steamers. The opera¬ 
tions were rendered diflieult by the rapidity of 
the current opposite the batteries. Commander 
Clutterbuck, Lieutenant Trench, and the ofllcers 
and crews of the Irrawaddy and Kathleen de¬ 
serve gre.at credit for their courage, and the 
Indian Marine officers and l.ascars serving on 
board tlie former did their duty with perfect 
coolness under lire. 

5. The little Kathleen, with her crew of six¬ 
teen men, repeatedly engaged the shore battery 
of nine guns at fifty yards range. Her loss was 
one man severely wounded, "v'i., Robert Hutchi¬ 
son, gunner’s mate of H.M.S, Turquoise, 

C. The prizes were valuable, not only as an 
addition to the means of transport for the Expe¬ 
ditionary Force, but also because tbeir loss de¬ 
layed the retreat of the enemy somevvh.it, and 
prevented them from closing the channel near 
Nyoung-ben-Maw according to the pl.ins of the 
Italians which were found in one of the flats. 

On tlie afternoon of the 14th, the leading 
steamers,rontaining the Bcng.il Brigade, anchor¬ 
ed at Thayetmyo. 


7. On the 15th November, in order to give 

confidence to the vil¬ 
lagers near the frontier,

On the I bill the steamers weighed anchor 
at daybu-aU, and at fj'15 A.M. a l.mdlng -was 
ciTet U-d at Zouiig-gyan-i)oiing vill.ige on the 
right b.ank, two miles below the batteries which 
had lired on the Irrawaddy and Kathleen on 
the i4lh 'Die column commanded by Colonel 
\y. Rowlandson of the i Jth Madras Infantry con¬ 
sisted of the Liverpool Regiment, the isL Mad¬ 
ras Pioneers, and the 12LI1 Madras Infantry. 


9. The cniintry on the right bank consists 
of a scries 'of small steep hills, covered with 
trees and brushwood. 


The landing place was selected so that the 
enemy could not see the debarkation. 

10. Colonel Rowlandson was ordered to lead 
his force so as to attack the rear of the batteries, 
and prevent the escape of -the enemy. During 
the advance of the infantry tlic Jnaivaddy, ly¬ 
ing 3,000 yards below the enemy’s batteries, 
fired occasional shells into them, to which the 
enemy rei^lied, but with no effect. Nothing 
could be more picturesque than the advance ot 
the Liverpool Regiment from hillock to hillock, 
while the batteries were kept amused by the 
shells from the Irrawaddy. The turning move¬ 
ment was remarkably well executed, and would 
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have been successful had n<»t the enemy been 
warned of their chinger by phoun^yecs^ or priests, 
wli'j, protected by their yellow ^arb, had been 
allowed to watch the operations of our rejji- 
ments. 

The Barmans fled from their batteries panic- 
striv.ken. 1 caused* the eleven guns and carri¬ 
age 3 found in the batterit's to be destrovi-d, 
as they eovdd not easily be removed ; and I saw 
the stockade aiul barracks l)iirnt. While thesi; 
ojieralioiis were on hand, the Mide B iltery, 
y-ist Cinque Ports Division, Royal ArtillL-ry, 
ami i''t Ballalion Royal Welsh h'usiller.s, under 
the command of Brigailier-Geiieral Norman, C.H., 
landed, and by a circuitous march reached the 
cast face of (lie stockade of Shin<r-l)ounir-Weh, 
where it had Ijcen reported that a large force 
had assembled. The stockade had, ho.vevcr, 
been deserted,_and was burnt. 

Fhe force re-emliarked late in the afternoon. 

j t. The leaiiing .steamers anchored that 
night above 'roung-Gwen, about 34 miles above 
Tii.'ivetmvo, and at daybreak on t'ne 17th were 
directed to advance to Maloon and I’atan.ago, 
about six Hides on the right and udt b.inks of 
the riv er•respectiv t ly, and »ibout forty miles 
from Thayctmyo.

It i.s, however, to he 
olisi-i'od’ that the Jliuh Courts admim.sler tlie insolv.-iiey ehapter of fho Civil Mroceduro 
Code .

OPIXJON. 

TriKUB can he no doubt that the present Insolvent Act is antiquated and requires to be replaced by fresh 
legi.shition. 

The Statement of Objects and Reasons very elearly and fully explains tbe grounds on wbicb tbe proposed 
cliange in Iho prC'Ciit Insolvent Laws are rcsti-d, and deals in an exhaustive manner with the jirinciples which 
are (o ho followed in framing n now Hankiiipl-y Act. I agree in the muiii 'vilb tbe Objects and lieasons, and 1 
think it advisable llial legislation here should be supported by an Aet of Parli.micnl. 

The provisions of the Draft Bill aro priueipally takou from the Eiigli.sh Bankruptcy Act, 1883, with cer¬ 
tain necessary modifieatioiis. 

The Kngli.sh Baukruptey Act is the outcome of an exteiideil experienon of years, and has, T think, been 
properly adopted as a model for the proposed b'gislation. 1 liave doubts whether the provisions in the English 
titututc in re.ation to comjiosilion or scheme annngemenl. which have been embodied in the preseut draft Act, 
will hu found userul or of any jinietieal benefit in thi.s connlry. 

With regaid to jiiiii'diction, 1 think (hut np-conntry traders, who have had large commercial transactions, 
ond whose estate would be more satistactorily nJminislerc’d lu a Bankruptcy I onrt, slumld be alloned to petition 
the Bankruptey (hiurt of the I’resiJencv in wliieli they have carried on I’lisincKs. and such Court should he vested 
with powers to adjiidieitesuch persons iiankrupt on their own petition if it thinks fit, the jmwers to udjudiisite 
being diseretiomiry, to be exerci.sed according to the cireuiii'tanes of tbe c.i'e. The ohjeetioii to siioli a procedure 
would naturally Is* that it would he a hardsliip iipiui creditors living at a ilistance to follow the jnoceedings in a 
Bankniptcy Court ; but such a liar>l'hip must often oceur where a dciitor carry ing on Im.-me.ss in Calcutta is adju¬ 
dicated by tlie High Court of Calcutta, aud has creditors up-couutry u.s well as iu the different Presidencies.

With reference to letter No. 2010, dated Otli JsepteniluT, 19.S5. from the Undor-Seerotarv to the Government 
of Bengal, ealliiig my attention to No. 13 12 J.U., datisl 8lh .Inly, 1NH.5, 1 haw t he lioiioiif. alter eoiisulliUion with 
my colleague.s, to say that we helieve I hat the provisions of the draft Bill to amend and l‘'■^.solidttle the law of 
Bankrn]itcy and Insolvency in British Iiulianre e.doul.ited lobe of creut benefit to the country. 

We also npjirove of section NS, whieh i^pouers thi' High t'oini, from time to time, to direct that a Judge 
of the Pre.siileney Small t'auso Court shall ^‘nl with flie m.iilers therein mentiomsl ; but we do not coii.sider it 
would be benefirial to deprive a Jndg,'of 1 be Small t'aiise Court of the power to exereise in unit levs relating to 
bnnkrnjitry nnd insolveiiey sueh nuiliority as he luts in tlie exereise of his ordinary jurisdietioii under section 83 
of the Pvesideney’ .S'uiall Cause Courts, Aet. 18S2, to puiii'-li for contempt. 

His Honour the liieuteiiant-Gov’ernor is already anaie that the Judges of this Court are nti.ihle. in the 
existing state of the files, to o ipe wilii the mass of Imsiness that comes before them. Ai.y addition to the 
ordinary business will necessarily occusian further arrear.s.

In reply f-o ynnr ofliee No. 1337 dated 81h July lust, T have tbe liononr lo say tinit tbe dreff Indian 

Bankruptey lbll'is u]iplii;nble to tbe jiresideucy-towns, wliere at pre.sent il siiinlnr law is admini.stered by llie High 
Court in its original jurisiliotion. As I have no knowledge or experience of the working of tbe existing law, 1 am 
unable to form an opinion as to tbe iieeessity for, or iiiipreiements olleoled by, this Bill. 

2. As to tbo mufassnl, I consider the present Bill utterly and entirely unsuitable; but os there appears to be 
no intention to moke it current there, this in no detraction from its merits.

WEEK ENDING ifyth M.\Y, x 8 a 6 . 


General Remarks.— SI:glil rain lia'^ fallen in Madras .and Mysore', in part-, of the Deccan 
and Southern Mahratta districts of tlie Iloin'o.iy Presidenc y, in some districts of llie I’nnj.ab and the 
Central Provinc'cs, in Assam, and in some places in R.i’jpiit.uia and Central India. Heavy falLs 
have taken place in Bengal, the North-VVcslern IVovince.s and tfudli, and I3ritish Uurm.a. 

Agricultural prospects continue fair in Madras, in most parts of Mysore, and in Coorg. 

Preparations for the Me//-c/so.vings continue in Boinh.ay, Berar, and the Central Provinces. 
In Hyderabad, where the rcx4/harvc;st has commenced, prospects continue favourable. 

In the North-Western Provinces and Oucih .some injury has been caused to crops by hail, 
but prospoerts arc on the whole good. 'The harvest is in prcjgre.ss in the Ihmjah, and promises 
well. 


In Bengal agricultural operations arc generally in progress, and prospecl.s are fn\'ourable. 
More rain is wanted in parts of Assam. 

Chol.;ra continues scvc're in liie Chhattisgarh District of the Central Province-s, but el.sc>vherc 
the public health is gc-ncrally good. 

Prices arc fluclnating in the North-Western Provinces anii Oiidh and in parts of the Punjab, 
and have fallen slightly in Mysore ; elsewhere they remain station.irv.

In April the jirc.-isure AAas generally very near the a\orau(', line A'arialions 
ranging slighlly holow the normal in Bombay, Bi‘ngal,aud Central India, and 
above it in all the edher jjrovinces. 

In March damp rain-bearing AA iuds AA’ero more frequent than usual through¬ 
out tlio Upper ITuvinees, and there aa^is a giAvit excess of rainfall oA er tlio aa IjoIo 
of Nm’theru India. In Sind and Ch-ntrAl India also there aa'us a slight excess ; 
but little or no rain fell in any part of the peninsula, and less than the average 
amount in Ceylon. SnoAv fell on the lower ranges of the Novth-AVosU'rn 
Himalaya on iho 7ih and 8th March, and again on 1st April. On tlu; latter 
date there Avas a eon.'-iderahhj fall of teuipci'aturc in Korth-AVe.''tern India, 
and the mean leiu]anMluro at iMiirn'O was not less than lb'’ l)elow the normal. 
After this, howcAor, the AAeatlicr cleared,and any further rain Avas slight, and 
fell at long intervals. In April there AVas a general absence of rain. Dry 
north-west Avinds eontinued to uIoav steadily over the AA'holo of North-West era 
and Central India as far cast as Bobar. On the IMalabar Coast aJ.so the AAinds 
were from the north-we>t, sound iiues north ; and on tlnj Coromandel Coast from 
between south and south-AACst. lixccpt along the Madras Const and in Lower 
Bengal, the humidity of the air mus luueh below the average, more especially in 
Central India and Debar.

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In March the temperature was everywhere more or less below the average, 
the depression being pireaiest in the Punjab, Ilajputana, and Sind, where it 
ranged between 2'’ and 4'5®. 

In April the variations from the normal wore generally small, and, except 
in Bombay and. Central India, where there was an excess of 1° to 11®, were 
everywhere within 1“ of the average. «

average during the months of March and Ai)ril 188(1 according to districts as 
far as is indicated by the telegraphic reports. The lir>t column shows the

ABSTRACT OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL OF THE GOVERNOR GENERAL 
OF INDIA, ASSEMBLED FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING -LAWS AND 
REGULATIONS UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE ACT OF 
PARLIAMENT 24 & 25 VIC., CAP. 67.* 

The Council met at Viceregal Lodge, Simla, on Thursday, the 20th May, 

1886.

INDIAN BANKRUPTCY BILL. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Ilrert introduced the Bill to amend and consolidate 
the Law of Bankruptcy and Insolvency in British India, and moved that it 
be referred to a Select Committee con.sisting of the TIon'ble Sir S. Bayley, the 
Hon’ble Messrs. Evans and Steel, the Hon’ble Rao Saheb Vishvanath Narayan 
Mandlik and the Mover. He said :— 

“Although I am now nominating the Committee on this Bill, I do not pro¬ 
pose that the Committee should begin its sittings until after the Government 
has returned to Calcutta. But I hope it will be arranged that such further 
suggestions and criticisms as we may receive will reach us in ample time to allow 
of their being con.sidered in th.: Legislative Department before we leave Simla, 
so that no time may be lost after our return to Calcutta. 

I have already said that the Bill follows generally the arrangement and 
lines of the English Act, and I will take this opportunity of explaining the 
most important points of difference beL\\{-cn the two measures. 

“ The Indian Bill is given as exlcn. ive an operation, local and personal, as 
can be conferred on it by this legislature. In order to obtain for it further opera¬ 
tion in Her Majesty’s dominions beyond India we must go to Parliament; in order 
to obtain for it further operation in N.itive States within India we must rely 
on executive arrangememts with the rulers of those States. The Local Govern¬ 
ments will, 1 feel sure, appreciate the importance of considering how far it may 
be practicable to make and |;ive effect to such arrangements. 

“The acts of bankruptcy enumerati:d in the Indian Bill are not precisely 
identical with those specified in the English Act. It would not be desirable in 
India to make the mere levy execuiion an act of bankruptcy. On the other 
hand, it is suggested in some of the papers on the draft Bill that it would be 
desirable to retain some of the ads of bankruptcy recognized in the existing 
Indian Act. I have adopted this suggestion, and have also made some further 
modifications of and additions to the corresponding English section which have 
been suggested by the working of the Act in England. 

“The Court wall not ordinarily exercise jurisdiction on a bankruptcy-petition 
unless the debtor is either in prison for debt within tlu' limits of the ordinary 
original jurisdiction of the Court, or he or his partner resides^ or has a place of 
business within those limits. But for the purpose of empowering the Court, in 

C 
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exceptional cases, to deal with up-coiintry debtors, I have qualilied these restric¬ 
tions by two provisoes, of which tlu: first enables the Court to transfer before 
itself and dispose of under tht^ bankruptcy law any case of indebtedness which 
may have beim bronj^ht bi'fore an inh'rior Court uiidi*r the Tnsolviuicy ('Iiapter of 
the Civil Procedure Code ; whilst the s>'rond empowers the Court in classes of 
cases to.be didiiied by rules to exercise jurisdiction not\\iihstaiulin<f the restric¬ 
tions imposed bv the e;u'li'‘r part of the section. It will be for the Hii;h Courts 
to consider whether these jirovisoes will snllice to^ivethein the requisite power of 
deahnijj with such case."^. 1 have myself some doul)t about tht* n'“ce.ss!ty for ihij 
second provisc'. .'\nd 1 do not contemplate that a Hit^h Court should, under it, 
attempt to deal with cases arisinu' outside its owai province. If, for instance, tiu.* 
Hit;h Court at CaKutta were to exerci.si* jurisdiction in a Cawnpore case, it might 
bring itself into conflict with the High Court at Allahabad. Should it be found 
desirable to deal under the banknqitcy law with any classes of indi.'btedne.ss 
arising at C.iwnpon', jirobahly the must convenient mode of doing so will be to 
confer on the All.ah.abad Court a b.aiiL-.ipl«-y jurlsdiclion suhjci-t to such limita¬ 
tions as may be found expedient. 'I'liis c ould be done under section 79 tif the 

Bill. 


“ It has been .snggc'sted that the application of the' Insolvcm-y chapter of 
the Civil Proci'dure Code to tlu' High (.’oiiris of llm Presidency-tow ns should hf; 
barn'd. But it is possible; that this chapter m.ay still be needed for cases wlu're 
the tot.al amount of the debtor's li.ibiiities does not amount to Rs. 501), and I 
think it will be sufTu-ient to give full po'Ai r to stay proci-edings under the Code 
where concurrent proc('('diugs are b -iiig taken under the Act. Such a power is 
given by s<'ction 9 of the Bill. 

“ lindcr ordinary circumstance-., where the petition is jwesepted by the 
debtor, the Court will m.d<e an ordiT as a matter of course, but it need not 
make an ordt.-r in eases wh.-re in its opinion tiu' proc(n'dings ought to have been 
taken bc-fore sc/ine other. Coitrt having jurlsdiclion (seetion 7). I'nless thi.s 
qualihctilion were m.adc, a dc-htor ag.dnst whom procc'edings have, (piitc' properly, 
been taken in (hdeutta iniglit, to the great iiu onvenienei' of liis (redlturs, get 
himself adjudged bankrupt at Buinhay by migrating and petitioning tlv.'re. 

“The order to ht' made on a b.'tnkriiptey petition is in the BJI, as in the 
Engli '<Ii A<'t, called a rec eivin.g order. Tlie effeel of a receiving order is not quite 
the saim; as that < f a \esting ord< r under the i.'xisting Imiiar .'Vt t. A reeeiving 
order transfers ihc’ possession of, but not tlu; property in, the di btor’s estate : tin; 
debtor Is not divested of his est.ilc* unless or until he is adjudged b.inkrupt. .'\n 
Interval was desigiudlv allowed by the English l.ov for the purpose of enabling 
a debtor to ese.ipe the eonsequenees of b.inkruptey by making snltahle arr.lnge- 
ments with his creditors under the control and supervision of tlu* Court ; and al¬ 
though the adjudieatlon of hankiuptey may, and in manv c.'ises will, follow imme¬ 
diately «in the receiving order (see seelion 20), yet I think It is de.sirihle th.it wi' 
should follow the English law by making it ])os.al)le fur ;in interval to elapse 
between the tw.j .stages. The p:‘r^ou who is constituted reeei\' 'r'under the order, 
and to whom the possessifui of the debtor's projierty is given, is th,- olhcial 
assignee, who, howevi-r, may appoint a special manager in ix.-scs where he thinks 
it expc'dieiit to do so. 


“ One* imjjoriant cffi-ci of a n eciving ordi'r under the Bill, as now revised, 
IS that the debtor, if in prison fur d(;bt, is lli('reupon relea.--cil. It might be 
objected I bat, In.ismucli e.-, in iiu-prisoned debtor c.in obtain a rma’iving order 
on bis own petition, ties pro’, ,sion nullifies tlie law of inqinsounient for 
debt. But if the r>ill is can fuliy . xamined it will h.- f<iund th it this objection 
is not really valid. The .-.l.i! ; in which a debtor will find himself on being 
released from prison muh r 3. r ci iving order will he very fe,r removed from

as.dgnee, who is invest' d with irajuisitorial powers over bis ]M*r.snn and property, 
and on whom he h.as to dance .alt -ndance whonevi'r required (see S"c{lou 22). 
If he ?iit'jmj)ts to c-sca])-;* or ev.id.; the requirements of the law, he is 
liable to be summarily eommitied to prison. Such a situation, though inconve¬ 
nient to pe,'sons fraudulently disposed, need present no ternus to the debtorw'hois 
honestly anxious to assist in the realization and distribution'of lus estate, and wiil 
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give a much better chance to the creditors generally than th<; present law, under 
which the debtor usually strik'-s a bargain with some favoured creditor as to 
the terms on which he is to obtain immunity from arrest or b- releasv'd from 
prison if arresb’d. Precautions are .ilso taken against allowing. the* proceedin.o-s 
to slumber after the debtor h is obtain -d th ? prot u'tion givt;n laim by a receiviiW 
order. Thu Court has pnwrtr either to rescind its order (section 88) or to give 
the carriage of the proceedings to th * oi'hi-ial assignee (bc'ctifin 91). 

“ Linder the Itnglisli law th * first step <:ons(*quent on a nrceiiing ord'',r is to 
.summon a geni'ral meeting of tin* creditors. Und ;r th^* Indian IJdl such m *etings 
need not be suniinoned except under dir*(’tii>ns from the* Court or the olhcial 
assignee or in pursuance of a requisition from a speciti 'd proportion of 
creditors (sei* S'-i'tion 17, and I'dr-.! Schedule, Rule 4). But the debtor is 
required to niak * at onee full di.^t o.-ery of his restate and liabilitiins, and it 
will be then for tin* tn'ditors to condder, with the assistance of the official 
as-signet*, whetin*r any proposal whieh the dc'htor may maki; for a composi¬ 
tion or selteme ot ;irrangenn-nl slnmld be (*ntertain.*d, or vvh'ther the debtor 
should not ht* adjudged bankrupt. 'l'h<* main provisions of tin* F.nglish Act with 
respect to the public examination of thi* del)t<ir have been retained, and, 
although they may involve rex'elations uliieh are not alwavs pleasant to cre¬ 
ditors, I think it is desirable in the intere.sts of justice that they should be 
retained. Wu* must he very <’arcful against giving facilities to creditors for 
smothering up doubtful transactions. 

“ When* a debtor is adjudg'd h.inkrnpt, his prnpt'rly is tln-rebv vested, not, 
as under the English Act, in .a trustee appointed by tlie en*dilors, liut in the olficial 
assignee, to v\hom possession will already have been givi-n under the receiving 
order. If the creditors df'sire to sidastilnte a spi'cial assigiT'e of llii’ir own 
nomination, tlu-y must taki* proceedings for doing so under Part V of thi* Bill. 
But it would appear from what has been s.iid by the Calciitt;i Judge's that .such 
proceedings are not likely to he ot frequent occurn nee. 

“ The Olficial Assignee will not be .assisted or hamp'ered by any cmnniittee 
of inspection, but he will, as I hive already .s.ild, be given c-.xtcii.sive powa'rs 
of incjiiisitorial control oviT the pcr.son and property of thi' debtor. I agn.'o 
with Kir. Maegregor that such poui'rs ought to be given, and 1 lliink he will 
find that the provisions of the Bill will be suificient to removi* the risks and 
Irnpt'dinients which the oflicial assigii 'e exp<*riences in the perlormanei* of his 
duties und<T the existing law. It s<'t't:on 25 of thi* Bill is compared w'th the 
corresponding set’tion of the English Act, it will be found th.iL I ha\e ventured 
to confer on the oPneial assignee somewhat larger powers of discovi-rv than 
an* given by llie fiaiglisli law. 

“ Th(* provisions of llu* Bill with ncspect to l!ie bankrupt's discharge—by 
whieh is meant his discharge from liabilities, n e his rcleas'* from prisoTi -- 
follow closely llAOse of the English .\c:, with one or two modifie.ations suggi'sted 
bv Indian circumstances. 1 think that for tin* pur])o.sc* ol obl.tin’iug recognition of 
onr proeei'dings’in other parts of the British dfuiiinions it is inqiorlanl that on this 
point thi* English and Indian law sliould he substantially identical. 

“ I liave added to the Dill a Part corresponding to Part 11 of tlie English 
Act, which disqualifies b.ankrupis for holding cc*rtaln public olfices. Similar di.s- 
qualific.uions are alre.ady imposed by ihc several Indian Arts relating to nranicip.il 
and other local aulhoriiles, bull think it is convenient th.il they should be 
gathered up and gi'iicralized in a Bankruptcy Act. 

“ In Part HI of tin* Engli.sh Act, whicti contains llu* rules for tlic administra¬ 
tion of the debtor’s cstalc, 1 have not deviated from the English .Act exci'pt so 
far as is nt'cessnry for the purpo.se of meeting the pci.uliarilic.s of Indian 
circLunstanee.s. Thus, the provisions as to exeeutum an* made to square w'lth 
those of the Civil Procedure Code; the custom of paying rent monthly is reci>g- 
ni.sed by limiting tlie landlord’s riglu of distraint after binkripicy to one 

month’s rent ; the lan.gna.ge of one ol the .sections is so modifie-l a;, to .allow a 

debtor to retain, as nccess iric>, not only his clothc*s, bedding and tools, hut the 
cooking-pot which i.s so indispensahk* to an Indian; anJ llie powci of attach¬ 
ing saTaries and pensions is limited with reference to the pio\i.sions of 
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the Civil Procedure Code and of the Indian Pensions Act. The Calcutta 
Chamber of Commerce, in a paper which has only reached me within the last 
week, have renewed a suggestion which was made some years ago that the 
section relating to reputed ownership should be amended to meet a reported 
Calcutta case (^Gubboy v. Miller^ I. L. R. 6 Cal. 633). But 1 agree with the 
judicial authorities who considered the same suggestion in 1881 tljat it would 
be extremely dangerous to mc;ddle with this very difficuh clause, and that our 
safest course is to follow the English law. I am, however, disposed to agree W'ith 
the Official Assignee at Calcutta that some further provision is required to prevent 
persons from trading on the credit of property which is in thi'ir possession but 
W'hich dot's not really belong to them, and that for this purpose it may be desir¬ 
able to legislate on the lines of the English Bills of Sale Acts, by requiring mort¬ 
gages of moveable property to be registered, at all events, in certain classes of 
cases. My chief doubt is as to whether and how far transfers of moveable 
property should bt; recognizi'd at all unless accompanied by posst'ssion. But in 
any case such legislation as is r^-quired would be most conveniently embodied ' in 
an enactment .separate from the Bankruptcy Bill, and we are now considering in 
the Legislative Department what form it should assume. 

“ Part IV of the Indian Bill contains such of the provisions of Parts IV and V 
of the English Act as appear applicable to the official who will in almost every^ 
case discharge the functions both of the official receiver and of the trustee under that 
Act. I propose to retain for this official the title of official assignee which he 
now bears under the Indian Insolveru v Act, and which apparently he wishes to 
continue to bi'ar. I believe that the < hit.f reason why the term ‘ official assignee' 
w'as n(H used in the last English Bankruptcy Act was that it was not desired to 
revive certain assot iations which had gather(;d round the official assignees ap¬ 
pointed under earlier Acts, and it was thought that the official administrator 
might smell more sweet under another name. I am glad to think that the titles of 
the (existing Indian assignees do not « all up similar associations, and to hope that 
the actions of their predecessors sin<.'ll sweet and blossom in their dusty surround¬ 
ings. I have inserti'd a saving (s<-clion 58 (j) ) for the rights and interests of the 
gentlemen now acting as official assignees, and when the Bill is in Committee I 
dare say that they will help ni<‘ to see ih.it this saving doc-s all that is required. 
With respect to the modi' in which the offii ial assignee is to keep his accounts 
and make his payments and investments, I ani an.xious to make no greater change 
than is necessary in so much of the existing rules and practice as may have worked 
well, but it set-ms to be desirable as a matter of principle that mom y received on 
account of bankruprey cstatc.'S should, like money received by ordinary Civil 
Courts, be paid inoi a Governmi-nt ire.i.sury or into a bank ('onduiaing treasury 
business for the Covcrnmenl, in order that there may be the .security of the 
Government for its safe custody, and that the safeguards against the occurrence 
of error providf-d by the ruh.'S of the Goverrtnienl w-ith respec t to payments from 
Government ir •..surle.s may be brought into operation. In framing the clauses on 
this subject which I have inserted in the Bill, I have had the assispniee of Me.ssrs. 
Barbour, Westland and Ilardie, all of whom arc, I bc-lievc, of opinion that they 
will not fetter the official assignee in any unnecessary shackles of rc-d tape. 

" I need not dwell on Part V of the Bill, which relates to special assignees, 
and the provisions of which arc; not likely to be much used. 

“ Part ^T of the Bill deals with the constitution, procedure and powders of the 
Court.s wdiich ;’.re to exercise jurisdiction under this measure. These Courts will 
be the High Courts of the Presidency-towns, the Recorder’s Court at Rangoon, 
unless that Court is merged in a Chief Court before this Bill comes into operation, 
and any other Courts on w hii'h it may be found convenient to confer bankruptcy 
juri.sdiction. It may possibly be desirable to confer such jurisdiclion on the 
Courts at such plac-es as Allahabad, Lahore or Karachi, and the Bill has been 
so framed as to admit of the jurisdiction thus conferred being limited to particular 
classes of cases. Power is given to each of the High Courts at the Presi- 
dency-towns to delegate part of the bankruptcy, jurisdiction either to a Small 
Cause Court Judge or to an officer of its own. I understand that the former 
arrangement is preferred at Madras, and the latter at Calcutta and Bombay. 
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Part VII of the Bill, like Part VIl of the English Act, enables the 
pnwrisions of the law to he modiHefd and sintplified in the case of small 
bankruptcies. I have nothing to say about this Part, except that I am 
inclined to think that the pecuniary limit fixed for small bankruptcies might 
be raised. 

“ Part VIII of the Bill, following the English Act, contains stringent pro¬ 
visions for the punishment of fraudulent creditors and" debtors. Suggestions 
have been made for adding to the list of offences dealt with by this Part of the 
Bill, but I think it will be found that provision has been made either by this 
Part of the Bill or by the Penal Code for all the offences which need be 
covered. 

" Last of all comes a Part containing supplemental provisions, near the end 
of which will be found a clause for the distribution of certain unclaimed dividends 
for which creditors have not proved, and which appear from the note furnished 
to me by^r. Turner, the Official Assignee of Bombay, to have been accumulat¬ 
ing for some time in the Bombay Insolvency Court, and to amount there to 
some two lakhs or more. Mr. Turner has also referred in his note to a question 
which has been raised about the validity of certain rules under which the interest 
on unclaimed or undistributed assets has been applied towards defraying charges 
connected with the administration of insolvent estates. But if, and so far as, 
the validity of tho.se rules is open to question, the doubt can only be set at rest 
by Parliamentary legislation, which would, 1 feel sure, be granted if necessary, 
and accordingly I have not dealt with the point in the present Bill. 

“ With these explanations, which have necessarily been of a somewhat tech¬ 
nical character, I commend the Bill to the favourable consideration of tfa^ 
Council." 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Bill and Statement of Ob¬ 
jects and Reasons be published in the local official Gazettes in English and In 
such other languages as the Local Governments think fit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

INDIAN MUSEUM BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir S. Bayley moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
alter the constitution of the body corporate known as the Trustees of the Indian 
Museum, and to confer certain additional powers on that body. He saidj—i 

" The matter with which this Bill h-is to deal is, practically, a small execu¬ 
tive arrangement, which it becomes necessary to trouble the Council with; be- 
cau.se the constitution of the Trustees of the Indian Museum was itself settled 
in a .somewhat elaborate form by an.^ct of the legislature—XXII of 1876. The 
special object of this Bill is to give effect to an arrangement which had been come 
to by the Government of Bengal with the Triistecs of the Museum and 
with the sanctioft of the Government of India. Apart from the collections in the 
Indian Museum, the Government of Bengal have for some years been gather¬ 
ing together a valuable Economic Museum, which was considerably assisted 
by the Revenue and Agricultural Departiruml with a view to the Calcutta Exhibi¬ 
tion of two years ago. They have also got an ethnological collection, a collection 
of Indian Art-w'are and a 'Fine Art collection. These have all bcen^under 
separate management under the Government of Bengal. There has/becn a 
good deal of difficulty in finding for them a proper local habitation and in^arrang-, 
mg for their proper maintenance and custody and for their being available to 
the public. An arrangement has now been come to by the Government of Ben¬ 
gal with the Trustees of the Museum that all these collections shall be brought 
under the maintenance, control and administration of the Trustees of the 
Museum. But in order that the wishes of the Government of Bengal with respect 
to these collections—of which the property remains with them although the ad¬ 
ministration will be in the hands of the Trustees—in order that the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal may have a proper amount of influence in their management, 
it is necessary that they should be represented on the body of the Trustees. 

D 
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At present they ^are not so represented. For this purpose it becomes necessary 
to alter the number of Trustees at present regulated by the Act of 1876. The 
Trustees under that Act are sixteen in number; three of them are ex oMcw^ 
namely, the Accountant General, a Secretary to the Government of India, 
and the Superintendent of the Geological Survey. Five of the Trustees are 
appointed by tHe Government of India; five represent the Asiatic {society ; and 
the other three are elected by the general body of the Trustees. That is the 
presept constitution. It will now be altered under the proposfid Bill, and the 
number of Trustees will be twenty-one. Of the ex offi'Ao Trustees, only one, 
the Accountant General, will remain; the Government of India will still nominate 
five; the Asiatic Society will still be represented by five; and the new feature 
in the case is that the Government of Bengal will nominate five Trustees on 
its own account, and this united body will elect five additional Trustees to act 
with them. 

“ These are the main alterations of the constitution of the Trusteeship. 

“The Bill will also enable the Trustees to deal with those collections which 
will be under their administration, although not their property; and the Bill 
will also provide for a subsidiary matte**, which is that the Trustees shall 
have the power to make over to the Government of Bengal certain land attached 
to the Museum, in order that the Government of Bengal may thereon provide 
the accommodation which becomes necessary to meet the additional respon¬ 
sibilities which the Trustees of the Museum now take upon them.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

Section lii recognises this distinction, and 
require.s the Court to keep a Bankruptcy K.sla,l«‘.s Aceoiinl. and a Bankruptcy Dividends Aiicoimt, 
the former heing' an .iccoiinl of money lield for estates and the latl.er of money removo<l from 
that aceoiiiit oil declaration of diiideiid.s and held for creditors till tlii'ir dividends are paid to 
them or, through their default, l.i]),,e to tin; CovcrmneiiL (section 131). 

Both the Aee'iiiiits an* 1 I bo ke])l. by the Court with a (Tuvornment treasury. It is 
considered desirable tliai, like mone^-.-received by ordiuarv Civil Court,s, money received ou 
account of bankrujiley ('-tates should b" })aid iu(o a (iovcJ’umont treasury, in order t.hat there 
may bo tlie seemity of the Coveniment for .safo custody, and tint ihe safeguards against 
the occurrruce of error ju'uviiled !,\ the rnlos of the Cov(*rnmeiit regarding ]>aymonts from 
Ooverimmnt troa-nrie.s may iv biouglit into operation. The expression “ (iovernment trea- 
Bury " is so detineil in .seel mu ]',ij as to iuelude a I’residenuy Bank conducting treasury 
businus.s for the Covorument. 
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39. Under ilie EngHsh Act o£ 18S3, dividends on investments of money belonfjinir to 
estAtes in bankruptcy are credited to the Government, and the Lord Chancellor is required to 
have regard to the amount thus derived in fixing the f<*eB payable iu respect of baukru])t<.-y pro¬ 
ceedings. It has been nrfjed, aud tlte Government of India is of O])inion, that iu this country, 
where bankruptcy proceeding’s are often necessarily more protractttl than iu Kurland, interest 
on investments should be paid to creditors. JJiit in that ease oaeh investment must be made 
mid behl separately for each estate, any portion of the funds of which i : invested, and invest¬ 
ments shoul 1 only 1^ miwle when the sum available for investinen}, is lai-oe enough to make 
the inten'st sensible in amfiunt. Section Hfi provides for inv.sstiiients being made on these 
conditions at the iiistum^ of the Court out of funds standing to tlie <-redit of estatc-s in 
the llaiikruptey Estates Aocfuint. It is only under that Account that delay prejudicial to 
creditors can arise. After money has been transferred to the Uaukriiptcy Dividends Account, 
any person to wlioixi a dividend is due has only to present his receijit to obtain it, tand ho 
shoul<i have no itulucemcnt, whether hy tlie money lying at interest or in any other way, 
to postjwne for a day his hiking the money out of the custody of the Court. 

4(1. Section 79, snh-seetjoii f^i^,elanse of the Bill has been so drawn that- juns- 
dictioii in bankruptcy may be eonferred in a limited class of cases on Courts beyond the 
Presideiicv-towii^, as, for iustancf', on the High Court of .Tmli«‘atnre for the Nortli-Western 
I’roviui-.es or the (hticF ('oiirt. of l-Iio Punjab, with r»«spect l,o ])rocccding‘s under Cliaiit-er XX 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, where, by reason of 1 bo sum involved or the dittiuiilty of 
winding up (he es(a.(e under (he tbide, the Court, may see lit to withdraw tlic proceedings 
from IIh' (.'onrt iu which they are ];)eiuhtig and deal with them under proviso (/) to seetum 1-, 
suh-see(,ion ro. 

41. Section .S5 is based on (.ho s««*tion of t.hc English Act which permits (he delcgat.iou 
of .siihordiiiide jurisdici ion in eortaiu matters to Registrars in bankriipt.cy. Tt seems tliu(. 
this junsdictioii may be most- convenietilly evoreised by a Judge of the Small Caus’e (Jourt in 
Mailras and hy otlieers of (he High Chuirt iu Culeud.a. and lioinliay. 

42. Under .si'ction ''S of (he Bill the appeal from a singh' Judge of a Presidency High 
Court and the lleeorder of Rangoon ex«-rcising bankrujdcy jurisdielion lie.s as at presciif.. The 
appeal from any Mulassal Courts of Uankruptc 3 ' which may be esl.ablishcd will iu most 
eases he to the High Court of the luovince. 

43. SeelioiilOl follows the I'lnglish Act iu fixing the limit for small hanknipicies at 
11s. 3,()<H). But (ho opinion ha.s been expressed by some of the authorities who have advised 
on the draft of his(. .year that tin' linii( should be raised to Bs. 5,()(«J i>r oven to Us. 10.000. 
The Goc, riiment of India il.self incliiio.s to tliat ojiiniori, but deems it advisable to adliere (o 
the limit, proserihed in the hhiglish Act until the inat(.er can be further considered iu the light 
of the crilicisins on the iireseut Bill. 

•14. Part VIII of (he Bill is taken from the Euglish Debtors' Act, IHOl), as amended 

by tlie Bankruptcy Act, ISS.S. It embodies tbo.se full .and strong powers for the 

arrest aud jiuiiishnieut of fraiululent debtors and ereilitors whieli are the o.s.sentiuJ adjimct.s 
of every jiroper law of bankru)>tcy. It is proposed, when a suitable occasion ((resents jt.splf, 
to amend the Code of Chduiinal Procedure so as to give a Bankrupts Court a |)owor to commit 
ofTomlers for trial similar to that which is coiiferrod on t.he Euglish Baukruptci' Courts hy 
section 166 of the Act of ItSJill. 

4.6. With respect to the suggestion that certain a.ddi(.ioii,al ofl’enee.s should 1 )p created hy 
Pari VIII of the Bill, it will he found that tho Bill or the Indian Penal Code covers m^ist, 
if not all, of the acts and omissions for which it has been pnq'osed that further provision 
should be made. 

4.6. Section 110 of tbo Bill provide.s that a married woman shall, iu rt\spect of her 

separate property (if any), be subject to 1,he Act in the same way as i> she wcio luiinarricd. 

The restriction in the eorre.spoiuling ((rovision, section 1 (;5), of the Euglish Married Women’s 
Property Act, 1S82, which confines it to tho case of a woman carrying on a trade sej>.aralely 
from her husband, has been omitted, because t.he vast majority of women to whom the Bill 
will be applicable stand oitlicr under sections 4 and 44 of the Indian Succession Aet or under 
their personal laws on a footing altogether difFcront from that of married ivomeii in England. 

The phrase “ separate pro(iorty,” it may bo observed, is used iu tlie wide sense iu which 
it is used in the Indian Married Woineu’s Property Aet, 1874. 

47. Section 130 provides, among other matters, for the payment into the Bankru])(cy 
Courts of unclaimed dividends and other undistiibuted money remaining in the h.mds nr 
under tho control of assignees uudor the 11 & 12 Vic., c. 21, after tho passing of the jir-i- 
posed Act. 

Tlie unclaimed dividends are of two classe.s, namely, dividoiuls belonging to creditors 
who have proved their debts, and di/idcud.s reserved for creditors who have not done so.

It is not elear, therefore, why, for tiio ease to which section 102 applies, provision foi the din losure of partners, 
names should be made, and why it should nut be extended to all caaes iudiffereutly

Protcctliiu from nrrext .—The proposed .* 01 , which is principally taken frotn the Tlnnkruptcy Act of 1883 
now in force in Kngland, where iinprisouinent for debt has been uhnlishcd, jirovidcs that the receiving older hliull 
have the efl'eel of protecting the dehlor fiom ane.st in respect of any debt provahle in bankniptoy. Jt does not 
eoiilciiipluh' any iqqsisition on th • jiatt of creditors at this stage, but deals only with the granting or wit lihotding 
of a final disehurge. In H<iinl>H,>, where iiiipri-onmeiit for debt is still permitted and no proti-etion is afforded by 
the vesting oi'iler under tlu'presell* Act, the chief object of the mnjoiity of iiiHolvents is to obtain iinmunity 
from arrest, at liist by means of interim prob'Ctioii-oiders, and afLerw.iids by obtaining their (s-rsoiiul diseluivge 
under section -I/, after wbieli they but rarely tioiible thoiiiselves about applying for their tiniil disebiiige; while 
the pniieip.il object of the opposing creditor is to prevent an insolvent from obtaining siieb immunity, in onler 
th.it be may be able to seen I e better terms by making use of bis power of arrest. A praetieiil lesult would bu 
that the large proportion of petitioning debtors, who come to t lui Court for the pniqsise solely of olitiiiiiing pro¬ 
tection from arrest, would have no object in pi-<HS.-ediiig with their petitions, and would probably neglect to tuko 
any further steps alter the receiving older was made. 'I’o remedy this it is siiggesteil that the Court should liiivo 
power both (1), to dismiss petitions for want of proseeiitiou, and (2) to eams’l so mneh of the riveiving oi-dcr under 
section 8 (1) as gives proti-etion fiom arrest.

JJincharpc of hank-cupt .— Under t he |>r.-sent Ant there are two sorts of diseliiirgo that can be grsntod to 
an iiisoUeiit by the Court —(I) fiec'bim from pcrsonul imprisorimeiit for debt, and (2) freedom from liability 
of aftor-ac(]nir -d profierty. It is one of tlie greatest faults of the present Act that a aejiarate application has 
to be niHilc for each, and the Court st the liearing of the matters of an insolvent's petition under section 35. where 
all the facts rcg.iidiiig his conduct arc before it, luukoHnu onler as to the latter but only aa to the former sort 
of diseliiirgo. In Boiobny the principal object of tho debtor in corning to the Ooiirt is to obtain his personal 
ilisobiirge. and the, objisit of an opposing creditor is cither to force tho iii.solvent to buy off his opposition or to 
iuduuc the Court to dismiss Ins petition. The reusun is that a creditor in Bombay in opposing an insolvent ia

(3) the crpenses oT an lulniiiiisfmtioii l>y tin- orixlitors wouKl lie very large : in all eases the tnjstee, and in 

nmtiy oases tht^eoniiuiths' of inspection, would have to Ihj nouniieviited ; tin* former would be mid by 
coinuiission, but tlif* latter wcmld lx- jiaid nwording to the iiiiiulxM' of their meetings, lu.d would there¬ 
fore not 1 h> inelmed to exjHslite the uiiidiiig up of the estates ; with an OHieiiil Assignee repmseutinjj 
the credifni-s, the legal expenses of the ndministmtioii are miiiimised, «s tin- Official Assignee is nsiintljr 
0 Hamster of some staiidiiig: in th>' ease of sdinioistratioii by the crislitors. no step would Us taken 
witliont legal ussistniiee. » hieit ivoiild hare to Isj {)aiJ for rnit of the estate. 

For these reasons we would strike out from the Hill, us now drawn, the fhllowiiig sections, nnioely •seet.ioiia 
11. 14, 17. ll^, ly tsnli-seetions (2) ami (-tj), 20, 21, 22, so much of section 22 os relates to meetings of creditors, 
sections (si to 81 (hoth itielusivej, section lo.’l, snh-si>ction (A), and section llS; anil the following sections will 
require iilterafion. namely ; —sections 17, 50, IlOamI 132. The first sehedule will also hixsane unnecessary, s 

3. We think it important that the insolvency sections of the Proci'diire Code should extasc to api>ly to th« 
Presidency-towns. 

As the law at pr>*scnt stands it is po.ssihle fora debtor in Oaleiitia to sis'k rolief from his debts Imth under 
the Civil rroeednre CoJ<- and under the Insolvent Act. The main ndvaiilage to an insolvent of proceeding under 
the Code is that he can under s(*etion 3;tG be relieved fiom imprisonment as soon as he is arri'sted. Tlie main 
advantage of prneeediiig under tlie Aet is that if he he.a trader he can {p‘t Ids liual discharge without payijig any 
portioji of ids debts There are also many other |H>hitM of difl'eronee In'tween the two sistcms of insolvemry, tliat 
under the ('ode ln-ing verv iliisnited to the requiiements of n eo'inmncia! city like Calentta. 

The di.siidvanfages of having two diffen-nt sxsleiiis of iiifxdvency law and pmeedim* applicable to the sumo 
place do not nspiin' enumeration. I'hey Iuim* been made ap|>arent. in two oases, in which nsTiitly attempts have 
been made to work the two Systems coiieuniciitly (in the matter of Ilaslie, 1. L. 11. 11 Calc. 151, and in the 
matter of I.n-kif, now pending). 

4. We recominend that the expression “ vesting ontor “ slioiiM take rhe plae.e of the expivssinn “ rt*oeiving 
order" in the Aet, and Hint the court officer to whom the inaiiagemenl of the estates of insolvents is to Isr 
entrusted should he called I he “ Otficial Assignee" and iiot the '•Ollieial lieixdver.” There is alreivly an < tlfieial 
Heceiver of the High Court, and the appeinfment of another officer with the same official desiguatiuii hut with 
diffeient powers an-l duties would lend to eonfii'ion. 

5. 8ei-tion 3, siib-scetion (/) (^/), should lie alter<xl to meet the ease of a man earrying on a business by 
himself, or hy hi.s agent or trumaslita, and closing snoh business. Umler the Uth sei-linit of the present (nMolvent 
Act. a tra ler who h itli intent to defeat or delay h s creditors depart.s from his usual jdaee of business witliin tho 
jurisdiction of tlie Sui>reinc Court is liable to be adjudicated uu insolvent, and it is on this ground that moat 
adjiidieations ate mjulo. 

We do not think tlnit paragraphs (e) attd {//) of suh-seclion (f) of section 11 ought to be retained. In their 
place wi* Would reeominend the iid rodticfion of jirovisioii" similar to those containwl in seotimis H and 5* of tho 
pjx'sent Aet. ii> (o persons lying in iirisoii 21 days, and «s to fmndiilunt e.xeentlons, including m>t only cxcvntiona 
ni fraud of oreditois g<'iierallv Imt also executions in the nature of fraudulent jnetVreiieea. 

(!. The elfecf of the proposed Ai‘t would Ixt to limit tlie insolvency jurisilietion of the High (7oiirl. By 
section IS of the Charter of the Caleutia High Court nst!5) it is provided " that the Court for Iteher of Insolvent 
Diddors ntt'alciifta shall he held Is'fore one of the ,fiidges of the High Court of Judicaluie at Fort Williuui in 
Bengal ; uii.l the said High Csmrt. and any such dndge thereof, shall have and exercise, within the Bengal Hivi- 
sioii of the I’lvsideiiey of Fort William, such poweis and authorities with lespeet to original and !i)i[s>llatc jurni- 
diction and otlierwis- as are eon.sfituted hy the laws relating to insolvent deh'ors in India." By st'cliim o of the 
Indian Insolvent Aet an iiis^ilvent debtor uho is iu prison within the liiiiite of the town of Calcutta, or trio roiiiUrit 
within tho iiii'Iki/ioIviii of thn Supreme ('imrt at (hi/rutf.a, can )H'rition for relief. The Kiipreiiie Court at 
Calentta had a peiNunal jiirisdiefion over all Eiinqiean British snlijis-ts nsuding in Ikmgal. Tlieir jurisdietion 
ov.T persons other titan European Mritish suhjwls xvas limited to tho town of Calcutta. It is settled law that 
the ellVct of these provisions is to entitle all Eiiro|K‘un British siihjeets who residi- in Bengal to pHitioti for relief 
From Ih-ird.-hts, hut that jii rsons other than-Eurojioan British siihji cts eannot so petition unless they netnally 
reside witliii) the limits of Ciileutta. In the cases of creditors’ petitions the only limit of jurisilietion m-etus tis 
■rise friiin the aet-. of himkruptey. som«> of whirh are lestiiet^'d to the ureas ineiitioiiud in the In.solreiit Aet. 
This IS not a (piest 1(111 of a elioie..' Iietweeii two jiirisiltctioiiM, as the iiisolviii'y prisiediirn uppiiuahle to Courts 
outside I'deutia eaiinof pretend to he I'tlieient or to uiwd in the smallest d’gree the leijuirpTOeuts of the eoinmer- 
eial elii'ses We think tiieixiforc that the present insolvency jurisJie'ion of the High Coiiit ill thin respect idiimld 
not be eiirliiile.l. 

7. Ue think that in the rose of a dehtor’s jietitimi tlie vesting order should lie uiiule at once, and as a matter 
of eouisi’. on the r(l•e^ltilln of the I'etition. 

Ill till- ease of a creditor's fs'tifioii we think that, mt* at pn>seiit. if a primA farie ease be made out im tlur 
petit loll, the debtor should he adjiidieiited an insolvent and his property vesUd in the (Ifficial Assignee at once. Anv 
ilelav in making the vesting onler would make it iin|KiBMible in most eusss to save iiiiy iif the debtor’s pmporty 
for ids creditors. In oidev to ])veTeii1 tlie risk of an improperndjmlication it will lie well to iH’ovide that the debtor 
may at any time before Ids ]iublic exiiminutioii come, in and apply to have his ailjiidiiiation anniilltMl. ami tliat 
it shall he so aiinidli'd unless the creditor suti.sfies the Court that the debtor has coiumiUed an act of bankruptcy. 
Sisitiou 19, .siih-seot ion.s (2) ami (.'(), iniglit llieivfuro be omitted fixmi the Bill. 

8. Section 9 of f he ijropose.l Bill does not chwly provide for ad interim prolectioii-orderH, and therxifoiv wo 
yeoonimcnd that power should he givni to the Court, in terms similar to the provisions of section 13 of tbe Indian 
liiholveiit Aet, to grant ordei-N for till! piofeetioii of insolvents for siieli time as the Court niiglit ditx'ot. The 
granting of such proteetion hIioiiIiI be wit bin the discretion of the Court, and the Court should have power to 
revoke a jiroteetion-order at any time.

As toe law at present sliuids, a creditor who procures an ntliiclinient befori! tlie vesting order is in a Mter 
position by rcftsoii of the insolvency of his debtor than he wmld Is- without it. fis he obt.'iiiis a title prel'eiahle to 
that < f thcgenernl lio.ly of creditors ; and other doi'n-e.-bolders who would, nmler tlie Code, on obtaining orders 
for atiiic’mieiit. he ciiiitb'd to share pari pa*»it with him. are prevented by the iiisolveiioy from effecting 
uttiiebments.
